WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate climaxed a bitter election- 
year fight Thursday night by pass­ 
ing Sen Johp F. Kennedy’* bill to 
increase the minimum wage grad­ 
ually from $1 to $1.25 an hour and 
extend its protection to some four 
million additional workers. 
Kennedy, the Democratic presi­ 
dential nominee, personally man­ 
aged the floor battle for the legis­ 
lation, the first major hill passed 
by the Senate since it returned 
Aug. I for it politics - dominated 
post-convention session. 
The vote was 66-34 
The measure now goes to the 
House, which already has passed 
a hill to raise the minimum to 


$1 15 and extend its coverage to 
1.4 million workers. A Senate- 
House conference committee then 
must iron out differences in the 
two versions. 
The House version is more in 
line with the ideas of President 
Eisenhower, who favors a more 
modest increase in the minimum

New Spy Satellite 
Blasted Into Orbit 


Capsula Recovery Try Slated Today

MOSCOW (AP» - The Soviet 
prosecution hammered persistent­ 
ly Thursday on the theme that 
Francis Gary Powers knew in ad­ 
vance the full meaning of his U2 
flight over Soviet territory. But 
elsewhere,

that the court would deal lenient­ 
ly with the American flier. The 
trial may end Friday. 
Time after time in the second 
day of the trial, technical writ 
nesses repeated that the May I 
flight was planned and "premed­ 
itated,^” and attempted to link 
Powers directly with the U S 
military. 
Powers dLsagreed with some of 
the testimony. But once more he 
told the military section of the 
Soviet Supreme Court he repent­ 
ed his flight.

guilty to spying, said he regretted 
"very, very much" that he had 
made the flight, and expressed be­ 
lief he had done his own country 
a “very ill service. 
Moscow 
radio,

Powers apart, and made “a clear 
distinction between him and those 
who sent him.” Soviet authorities 
have made it clear their primary 
interest is in convicting U.S. pol­ 
icy in the eyes of world opinion. 
Equipment Is Evidence 
The prosecution introduced ex­ 
pert testimony concerning Pow­ 
ers’ U2 plane, its equipment, and

This testimony seemed to be

The extent of Power*’ repent­ 
ance seems to be an important 
factor.

ernoon. Powers’ wife, Barbara, 
and his cobbler father, Oliver W.

Political soothsayers 40 years ago loosed a 
barrage of predicted consequences, most of them 
dire. which were certain to occur as a result of 
women at the polls. Numerical superiority would 
obviously give the ladies the advantage»in every 
election, they said. It would be only a matter 
of a few years until all levels of government 
would be captured by female candidates. 
That this has not occurred in the interven­ 
ing decades has not brought forth the male sigh 
of relief one might expect. Most political pun­ 
dits seem to be holding their breath, waiting for 
the inevitable to happen. It is the ladies who are 
taking the initiative in keeping members of their 
lex from monopolizing offices. 
Women have achieved high offices under 
the impetus of the Nineteenth Amendment. They 
have brought respect to the positions of gover­ 
nor, senator and representative in many states, 
but there is a less pronounced tendency toward 
continuity of their careers than is true of the 
male politician. 
This November will mark the li th Presi­ 
dential election since woman started to Vote. 
Conjecture about what changes there might have 
been in the roster of Presidents had suffrage not 
occurred is endless. That the feminine hand has 
been influential at the polls is obvious, but the 
greatest influence of the ladies— in domestic and 
political matters— probably is to keep those who 
attempt to follow the contemporary scene with 
logic off balance.

A Communist Party report reads:

National Maritime Union, on how 
to solve it. 
“I have something I frankly 
don’t know what to do with,” 
Khrushchev told Curran who was 
visiting Russia at the invitation 
of the Russian Sea and Rivers 
Workers Union. 
“An American 
company sent me a set of golf 
clubs which I was supposed to 
give President Eisenhower. How­ 
ever. since he is not coming to 
the Soviet Union. I am at a loss 
about what disposition to make 
of the gift.” 
“That's easy,” advised Curran. 
“ I suggest you learn to play 
golf.”

This led to a Khrushchev wise­ 
crack about American Presiden­ 
tial elections. 
“Your

simetimes 
funny,” he told Curran, “as for 
example the way you choose your 
Presidents. Roosevelt proved that 
a President could serve for life. 
Truman proved that anyone could 
be elected. 
Eisenhower 
proved 
that your country can be run 
without a President.” 
Russia’s Industrial Buildup 
Khrushchev has not seen many 
visiting Americans in the past 
year—in fact none since the abor­ 
tive summit conference.

Democratic Slogans Versus True Freedom 


WASHINGTON - It has become 
the fashion in recent years to extol 
“ Nationalism" and to applaud the 
agitators for “ Independence ’ in 
colonial areas In fact, “Colonial­ 
ism" has been downgraded a? 
being almost as bad as. if not 
worse than * Imperialism " But 
the realistic truth is that what has 
been praised as a movement to­ 
ward self-determination or self­ 
government is turning out in many 
countries to be a new form of 
autocracy and tyrannical dicta­ 
torship. 
For there is no freedom for the 
individual in several of the newly 
created states in Southern Asia 
and Africa. Nearly every week 
news dispatches tell of more news­ 
papers suppressed, and of individ­ 
uals who oppose the existing re­ 
gime being put in jail or forced 
into exile. 
Whether m Ceylon or India or 
the new "republics" in the Congo 
or Laos or Cuba, the first thing a 
so-called “reform" regime does is 
to take away freedom of the press 
or freedom of speech Some if the 
leaders are brazen about their 
disregard 
of 
democratic 
insti­ 
tutions. Thus, President Sukarno 
of Indonesia, according to dis­ 
patches this week, has “moved 
closer to absolute power in Indo­ 
nesia.” He recently dismissed the 
elected legislature and now has 
appointed a rubber-stamp parlia­ 
ment. He says to them: 
“Democracy has not failed in 
Indonesia, hut by continuing our 
revolution we have brought about 
the failure of liberal democracy. 
. . . We do not want fascism. 
That is why we brought liberal­ 
ization to an end and replaced it 
with mutual-help democracy.” 
Words like "democracy” and 
“ Liberalism ’ have become mean­ 
ingless in the parlance of the new 
group of dictators. There is only 
one word that should count, and 
that's “freedom" — which, of 
course, is promptly suppressed. 
Whether in Communist Russia 
or Communist Cuba, the claim 
is always made that “democ­ 
racy" prevails. But there is no 
such thing as free elections— 
the true test of democracy As 
for the newspapers, they are al­ 
most entirely under the thumb of 
the ruling dictatorship 
In Ceylon, for instance,

LANGUAGE CENSUS - The 
federal Office of Education is in 
the midst of taking an unusual 
census — A's 
inventorying

world s languages 
They've got 
quite a projert on their hands 
The census is being conducted 
by George Washington Univer­ 
sity in the nation’s capital under 
a one-year $47,700 cntract, and 
K is believed tbt by the time they 
are through they will have cata­ 
logued 
some 
5.000 
different 
tongues. 
So far they appear to range 
from Abakan to Zyrien — both 
spoken in the Soviet Union. They 
have encountered Ahlo, a lan­ 
guage spoken by less than I OOO 
persons in Ghana; English, spo­ 
ken by more than 250 million; 
Manx, spoken by 56,000 on the 
Isle of Man, and#Quekchi. the 
tongue of some 200,000 in Guate­ 
mala and British Honduras. 
Once completed, the inventory 
will be available to foreign lan­ 
guage experts in American col­ 
leges aod is expected to be par­ 
ticularly helpful to government 
agencies with worldwide activ­ 
ities. 


Not only will one be able to 
learn what language is spoken 
where, but 
the inventory will 
Slow the availability of teaching 
materials and facilities. 


ELECTORAL COLLEGE - The 
Electoral College this year will 
have a larger number — 5 37 — 
than for some years to come.

rewarded with 
everything except what they want­ 
ed—the Presidency. 
The enmity of the men dated 
back to 1791, when Burr defeated 
Hamilton's father-in-law, General 
Schuyler, for the U. S. Senate. 
Nine years later, Burr and Thom­ 
as Jefferson were deadlocked in 
electoral votes for the Presidency. 
The deadlock lasted through 35 
ballots. At that point. Mr. Hamil­ 
ton 
switched 
his 
influence 
to 
Thomas Jefferson. 
Burr did not forget it. He and 
Hamilton felt their prestige de­ 
cline after that, and Hamilton 
founded a newspaper called The 
New York Post so that he would 
continue 
to 
have 
political 
in­ 
fluence. Burr decided to run for 
the port of governor of New York. 
He had the half-hearted support 
of the Federalists until Alexander 
Hamilton wrote: ‘He is a danger- 
oui man of whom I could detail 
a still more despicable opinion.” 
In effect, Mr. Hamilton had de­ 
prived Mr. Burr of the Presidency 
and now the governorship. It was 
the ultimate defeat. Burr demand­ 
ed an explanation from Hamil­ 
ton 
In reply, the former Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury quibbled 
about semantics. Burr issued a 
challenge. 
Hamilton did not want to ac­ 
cept. He could not summon the 
courage to face Burr at IO paces 
and pull a trigger. He had step­ 
ped on. this man politically, and 
had killed him, but he could not 
grind his heel on the quivering 
remains. The challenge was ac­ 
cepted with reluctance and. so 
that the laws of New York would 
not be violated, the men agreed 
to meet under the cliffs at Wee- 
hawken, New Jersey. 
Burr was waiting, a few .yards 
up off the water's edge, when 
the second barge crabbed across 
the tide of the Hudson River. Mr. 
Hamilton stepped out, a slender 
man. 5 feet 7, with reddish hair 
and a dark brocaded waistcoat. 
He and Burr exchanged formal 
greetings. The seconds conferred, 
counted off IO full paces, and 
tossed a coin for honors of posi­ 
tion and honors of giving the 
word to fire. 
Both went to Mr. Harmlton’s 
second 
The 
duelists 
din 
not 
stand back-to-back. They loaded 


the matched pistols within a few 
feet of each other, and then stood 
on the lines marking IO full paces. 
Mr. Hamilton's second said: "I 
shall ask the gentlemen if they 
are ready. If the answer is yes, 
I shall say 'Pree-sent!* The gen­ 
tlemen will thereupon lower the 
pistols from a vertical position, 
take air*, and fire. If one fires 
first, his opponent's second shall 
count one, two, three, fire! and 
the second gentleman will then 
fire. Should he not discharge hit 
weapon, the first gentleman may 
fire again." 
The sun was sharp upon them 
when the word was given 
Mr. 
Hamilton s second 
said 
"Pree- 
sent!" and both men took a quick 
look at each other in .silence and 
the pistols were 
lowered. 
Mr. 
Hamilton did not fire.. He stood 
waiting. 
Mr. 
Burr 
pulled 
the 
trigger and a sound like the pop 
of a paper hag hit the stone cliffs 
and 
echoed 
across 
the 
placid 
water. 
Mr. 
Hamilton 
grunted, 
and 
clutched his stomach. His second 
began to count, hut it was a 
waste of time. The handsome lit­ 
tle man folded forward into th# 
sand, an object in slow motion. 
Burr stepped forward, an expres­ 
sion of sympathy on his face, and 
his mouth opened to say some­ 
thing, but his second said that, if 
they waited longer, they would be 
identified 
Burr left. A surgeon came up 
with a barge captain and min­ 
istered to Mr. Hamilton's wound. 
He was carried to his barge and, 
on the trip hack to New York. 
he saw nothing but a flawless 
blue sky. He spent JU hours in 
an agony of pain, and died. 
Mr. Burr left his home in Rich­ 
mond Hill and became an out­ 
cast. He bought a tract of land 
in the wilds of Louisiana and. 
some said. tried to start his own 
empire. President Jefferson had 
him 
arrested for treason and 
Mr. Burr was tried in Richmond, 
Virginia He was acquitted by a 
jury, birt not by the public, and 
he fled to England. 
He lived a cheap life on bor­ 
rowed 
money, 
and, 
when 
hut 
daughter tried to join him, her 
ship sank in a storm. In ad­ 
vanced age. Mr Burr came hack 
to America and practiced law 
in Port Richmond. He stopped 
breathing on Sept. 14, 1836. but 
he really died that morning at 
Weehawken. . .
